Wednesday, state police said 
they talked with a local klan 
leader and he agreed to cancel 
the rally. Black leaders in Mar­ 
ion said the word of the cancel­ 
lation had helped to ease the 
situation. 
But Chaney said today from 
bis home in Greenwood he con­ 
ferred with county klan offi­ 
cials before making the deci­ 
sion to go on with the rally. 
He said he didn’t expect any 
problems, since the meeting 
site is in what he termed a "ru­ 
ral district” and is privately 
owned. 
“If I thought it was going to 
cause some type of racial prob­ 
lem, I would be all for calling 
it off,” Chaney said. 
He said klan officials feel 
bolding the rally is within their 
“constitutional rights.” He said 
the klan would expect city, 
county and state police protec­ 
tion should any problems arise, 
but he said they haven’t asked 
in advance for police protection 
for the gathering.

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THEFT AND INCEST 
If we remember correctly, the eastern 
establishment press awarded itself the 
Pulitzer Prize last year for running 
papers purloined from government ar­ 
chives. These papers were given security 
classifications because information in 
them was deemed by responsible author­ 
ity to be of value to an enemy. 
This year, in an interesting turnabout, 
the eastern establishment press awarded 
itself the Pulitzer Prize for uncovering 
efforts by one group of officials to find 
out what was going on in a political 
party headquarters. In other words, it is 
laud'ible to burglarize government ar­ 
chives but a heinous crime to burglarize 
a party headquarters. 
Of course, it is not laudible to burglar­ 
ize anything; but the Pulitzer Committee 
seems'to think that burglary is a kind of 
selective crime. If the victim is an agency 
designed to keep the United States from 
falling into the hands of its foreign 
enemies, the burglary is all right. Other­ 
wise. it isn’t, 
It ’s almost automatic for the New York 
Times and the Washington Post to get 
the Pulitzer Prizes; for they automatical­ 
ly print what the Pulitzer Award Com­ 
mittee thinks. 
Now Joseph Pulitzer, who established 
the prizes, was a kind of liberal in his 
day, but we wonder if he’d be as liberal 
as' the people who are spending his 
money. The chances are he wouldn’t, for 
most foundations find it easier to be lib­ 
eral with the money they have, because 
it is other people’s 'money. 
We can’t explain why most founda­ 
tions also want to give away the United 
States to its enemies, but that’s the way 
they operate. We agree with Governor 
Wallace that they should have to pay 
taxes like everybody else and scratch or 
die like everybody else. 
And we also fear that we journalists 
are in a dirty business.

Capital, improvements in the 
State Park system can be made 
with the help of revenue bonds

One way 
is creating revenue bonds, with 
indebtedness to be paid by the 
income. The Toll Road, as well 
as the State Office Building and 
the Indiana Port were built with 
such bonds. 
Both Kentucky and Ohio have 
made major improvements in 
their state parks by bond issues. 
The new facilities will require 
extensive maintenance before 
the bonds are paid. 
Under the new law,, a bonding 
commission has authority to 
issue revenue bonds for projects 
approved by the Department of 
Natural Resources. I talked to 
Joseph D. Cloud, director of 
Natural Resources about the 
bonding. He said: 
“It is a 
potential tool that we may or 
may not use. There are certain 
places where it would be a good 
investment 
and. 
others 
'that 
would be marginal as an in­ 
vestment. 'They are not like 
school bonds guaranteed by the 
taxpayer. On a revenue bond 
you have to show the investor 
that his money is guaranteed 
as a good investment. We don’t 
want to have them take over 
the 
good 
and 
neglect 
the 
marginal areas.” 
The tax free municipal bonds 
can be used to build new inns, 
boat mananas, swimming 'pools,, 
and other revenue producing 
facilities. Still another method, 
was used to build the new Four 
Winds Motel on Lake Monroe.

Your Home Vegetable Garden 
Your home vegetable garden 
can be fun if you do the proper 
steps 
in 
preparation 
before 
planting the garden. These steps 
Include: (1) location — most 
vegetables grow best in a level 
,weU drained area where the soil 
•is loose and high fertility. One 
should avoid soil of a heavy 
clay content and sandy soils. 
In cases where soils are of low 
fertility one might add some 
peat 
moss 
or 
compost plus 
•additional 
fertilizer. 
(2) 
Size 
and equipment — don’t plan a 
garden larger than you have 
time to care for (example a 
50’ X 20’ garden will take about 
two hours per week to care for 
the plants — this does not in­ 
clude planting and harvesting.) 
A small garden can produce a 
great quantity of vegetables if 
properly planned. 


The equipment you will need 
are a hoe, rake, watering device 
and a spade or shovel. A good 
duster or sprayer is also a must 
for 
pesticide 
problems. 
(3) 
Plants 
and 
seeds 
— 
most 
garden 
stores 
and 
other 
businesses 
have 
reported 
a 
high volume of sales so far this 
year. Don't take chances on old 
seed — buy seed treated against 
diseases. It is generally best to 
buy seedlings for vegetables 
like tomatoes, peppers, cabbage 
and transplant these yourself. 
Buy only sturdy plants of known 
varieties. (4) Planting — after 
a good 
seed bed tbas 
been 
prepared and ferilized with 3 
to 4 pounds of N-P206 - K20 
per 100 square feet you are 
ready 
for 
your 
planting 
operation. 
Make 
your 
rows 
straight and for small seeds the 
furrow can be made with the 
hoe handle — for larger seed 
make your furrow with the hoe 
blade. For the depth of planting 
seed and spade between rows 
contact 
th 
Co-operative 
Ex­ 
tension Office in the Courthouse 
and ask for Bulletin HO-32. 


(5) Care of your vegetables 
after planting. Weed control is 
a must. The beet herbicide for 
small garden plants is a sharp 
hoe. 
The 
weeds 
in 
your 
vegetable 
garden 
should 
be 
controlled when they are small 
— all unwanted plants are in 
direct 
competition 
with 
the 
vegetable plan for water, sun­ 
light and fertilizer. 
If you plant from seeds there 
will be a need for some thinning 
of plants. Thin your vegetable 
plants when they are small. 
Watering is a must for plants 
to grow vigorous* — growing 
plants need 1 — 2 inches of 
water per week — don’t just 
sprinkle 
several 
times 
each 
week — use more water at 
shorter intervals. 
(6) Insect and Disease Control 
measure — ail purpose garden 


sprays and dusts are available 
and will control many insects 
and diseases. Be sure to apply 
insecticides as directed on the 
label. 
For 
more 
information 
check 
with 
the 
Co-operative 
Extension Office for more on 
insecticides. 
(7) Harvesting — vegetables 
have the best flavor and ten­ 
derness when harvested early 
or young. This also applies to 
the vegetables after harvest — 
use or refrigerate immediately. 
With the above suggestions 
your vegetable garden should 
bring you some good, eating.

Soybeans — The higher prices 
plus factors affecting yields of 
soybeans should classify them 
as a top rate crop. What can 
you do to increase your soybean 
yield at this late date? Maybe 
one of the following is the key 
to extra bushels in your bin 
next fall. 
(1) Increased fertility — you 
can 
plow 
down or disc 
in 
phosphorus and potash to in- 
e r e a s e 
fertility... 
Increased 
fertility means increased yields. 
Don’t plant soybeans in low 
fertility soil and. expect high 
yields. 
(2) Because of the high in­ 
cidence of pod and stem blight 
lest year, it would be profitable 
to treat your seed beans with 
a fungicide before planting. This 
can usually be done at planting 
time 
with 
a 
planter 
box 
t r e a t m e n t . Some research 
shows 
that fungicide treated 
■seed .showed 
germination in­ 
creases up to 30 per cent. 
(3) Another factor to increase 
yield might be seeding rates. 
On 38 inch and wider rows, six 
to eight plants per foot on high 
fertility soil is recommended. 
On thirty inch rows drop your 
seeding rate to five to six plants 
per foot of row. 
(4) Timely planting, that is 
m i d - M a y 
planting, 
has 
produced, the highest yields over 
a period of years. 
(5) 
The planting depth 
is 
critical in most years — a one- 
inch depth is recommended — 
soybeans do not emerge when 
under stress conditions. 
(6) You can increase your 
soybean yield 10 per cent if you 
have been planting in 36 inch 
or wider rows. Switch to 30 inch 
rows and increase your yield 
10 per cent. 
(7) Weed Control — a very 
limiting factor every year is 
weed control. Herbicides are 
used on about one-third of the 
soybeans 
— 
for 
weed 
free 
soybeans, hoeing and herbicide 
can increase your yield.

The Indiana farmers who will 
be 
interviewed are part 
of 
nearly 70,000 throughout the na­ 
tion who were randomly chosen 
to represent a cross-section of 
American agriculture. 


Data from the survey will be 
released starting June 22, when 
the Crop and Livestock Report­ 
ing Board jn Washington, D C., 
issues new hog estimates. 
The crop production report is 
planned for release July 10.

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Plush Las Vegas Hotels Vie For 
Patronage Of Big-Time Gamblers 
Loans Made By State To Many School Systems

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — A 
trip to Las Vegas is expensive 
for most people, but for some 
it’s free — free food, free lodg­ 
ing, free drinks and free enter­ 
tainment. Even the roundtrip 
air fare is free. 
These 
are the big 
money 
gamblers, those willing to risk 
$2,500 to $5,000 over three or 
four days. 
Most of the resort hotels lin­ 
ing the glittering Las Vegas 
Strip compete strenuously for 
the 
heavy 
rollers, 
sending 
scouts across the country to 
find them and offer them free 
junkets to the gambling capital. 
Although there are no official 
figures, one junket manager es­ 
tim ates more than 2,000 guests 
arrive on junkets here every 
week. 
In recent years the hotels 
have been building a “ family” 
image for the Strip, offering all 
sorts of package plans for the 
family. A typical $34.95 two- 
night, three-day package for 
two persons includes lodging, 
meals, 
a 
dinner 
show, 
two 
cocktails and inexpensive gifts. 
But the hotelmen haven’t for­ 
gotten that much of their suc­ 
cess has been built on big 
stakes gambling. 
The 
hotels figure it costs 
them an average of $600 to give 
a gambler a free trip here. The 
hotels also figure the house 
claims 20 per cent of every dol­ 
lar gambled. That means, on 
the average, that a gamber 
must put up at least $3,000 for 
a hotel to break even. 
One hotel requires a min­ 
imum of $2,500 in “ action” 
from junket players. “Then we 
allow for human nature,” said 
a man who has run junkets for 
the hotel. “The losers will lose 
much more than the winners 
win.” 
In the hotel’s eyes the best 
player, he said, is not one who 
makes huge bets for short peri­ 
ods but one who makes $io bets 
and plays for eight hours at a 
time for the three days. “He’ll, 
wind up dropping everything.” 
What about big winners? Ho­ 
tel men love them about as 
much as they do big losers. 
“ If a guy’s willing to put up 
$5,000, they don’t care if he’s a 
big winner and walks away 
with a lot,” says William Fried­ 
man. He is an instructor at 'the 


University 
of 
Nevada 
and 
teaches the nation’s only course 
in casino management. 


“The idea is they have to 
give them so much action.” 


The hotels maintain a net­ 
work of junket representatives 
in major cities, either full-time 
salaried employes in branch of­ 
fices or independents who are 
paid $25 to $50 a head, depend­ 
ing on the player’s "quality.” 
On every trip, he said, some 
players turn out to be “riders” 
or nongamblers. If they haven’t 
put up a deposit, they receive a 
free trip. 
Many of the hotels have a 
grading system to determine 
how much junketeers are wa­ 
gering. One hotel rates players 
from AAA for excellent to C for 
average, P for poor and F for 
fraud. 
N.Y. State 
To Cut Taxes 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - New 
York State taxpayers would get 
their first tax cut in 12 years 
under a bill approved by the 
legislature and sent to Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
The 
Assembly 
and 
Senate 
voted overwhelmingly Wednes­ 
day to suspend for one year a 
2Va per cent income tax sur­ 
charge the state imposed dur­ 
ing a budget crisis in 1971. 
The cut would save the aver­ 
age taxpayer with two children 
and a $10,000 annual income $5 
a year, according to the state 
Budget 
Division. 
Revenues 
would be reduced by about $80 
million. 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
State Commission on General 
Education, newly placed in 'con­ 
trol of the 
Common 
School

What Happens To Space Program 
If Costly Skylab Is Abandoned? 
By HOWARD BENEDICT

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— What if 'the Skylab space sta­ 
tion can't be made livable for 
man and Is left to drift through 
apa-ca as a $294-million monu­ 
ment to failure? 
What would be the effect on 
flotare U.S. manned space pro­ 
grame? 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration is trying 
desperately to save the mis­ 
sion, even to fly bobtailed ver­ 
sions of the one 28-day and two 
56day flights that had been 
planned for three-man astro­ 
naut teams. 
But Hie Skylab project, whose 
total cost is estimated at $2.6 
billion, may be doomed unless 
heating and power problems 
are overcome in the 85-ton lab­ 
oratory, which was launched 
unmanned Monday. 
Enough hardware is available 
«0 launch » second Skylab st- 
tion, including one of two Sa­ 
turn 5 rockets now in storage. 
The last Saturn 5 with an as­ 
signed mission lofted the first 
Skylab into orbit. BuiM for the 
Apollo moon program, it is the 
world’s most powerful rocket. 
Other badng» hardware was 
made mainly for development 
and testing purposes but could 
be assembled into a full-scale 
station. 
But Skylab program director 
William C. Schneider said it 
would take 15 months to pre­ 
pare It for a launching.

The President and Congress 
would have to approve extra, 
funds, and they might not be 
inclined to in the aftermath of 
the failure of a program with 
such a heavy price tag. 
“We’d have to take a good 
hard look at whether we’d do 
it,” Schneider said, 
If the decision is yes, the 
three astronaut crews probably 
would remain the same. If it is 
no, these men will have wasted 
a lot of training. 
Lost would be data which 
NASA considers vital In deter­ 
mining whether man can live 
and work in space for long pe­ 
riods, especially in the medical 
field. And man will have lost a 
chance to operate sophisticated 
solar astronomy and earth re­ 
sources experiments that could 
have helped set guidelines for 
the type of equipment that can 
best be operated in space in the 
future. 
There will be no chance to 


obtain this data on the next 
planned 
U.S. 
man-in- space 
flight, the joint mission with 
the Russians now set for July 
1975. The Apollo spacecraft that 
wil boost three American as­ 
tronauts to a linkup with two 
Soviet cosmonauts in a Soyux 
ship is not large enough to ac­ 
commodate Sky lab-type experi­ 
ments, 
So the next opportunity to 
gather the long-term data 
would be on the space shuttle, 
the reuseable rocket plane that 


NASA plans to begin test-flying 
from Cape Ktnnedy in 1978. It 
will be capable of making 100 
or more roundtrips into space.

There 
are some sick people in this 
world. Or else I wouldn't get 
the mail I do. These are sick 
people who thrive on trying to 
make other people miserable.” 
“I can’t do anything about 
the mail,” said Aaron, here 
with the Braves for a series 
with the Houston Astros. “I’d 
say that the ratio is 60-40, that 
GO per cent of it is of a racist 
nature. 
“It’s very offensive. 
They 
call me, 'nigger* and every oth­ 
er bad word you can come up 
with. 
“You can’t ignore them,” Aa­ 
ron said. “They are here. But 
this is just the way things are 
for black people in America. 
It’s something you battle all of 
your life.” 


“I want to say a word,” she 
said, walking boldly up to her 
husband’s
